Bataan and Bulacan, in which. tho rebels | 


were defeated—and dispersed, with 4 loss 
of about 200 killed ‘at, Bataan, ond of 300 
Killed at .Bulacan. At San Rafacl, on. 
Tuosday Inst, the 24th Nov., the Spanish 
troops again came up with the rebels who 
were endeavouring to escape to the moun- 
taine. In this engagement the rebels were 
utterly routed, leaving 400 dead (counted) 
on the fisld, and a great nmuber of wound- 
ed. --It-is-stated-“that-the-Spanish troops 
Buffered but little, 

Tho attack onthe entrenchments ot 
Cavite Viejo and Novelota, which gre de- 
fended by ten thousand rabels, comnienced 
on the 9th instant. In the early morning: 
the: brigade under General Rios divided 
into two columns and, supported by the 
mon-of-war, attacked, and after'fidres fight- 
ing took the entranos to the isthmus of 
Norveleta and the village of Binacayan, 
which -wero completely estroyed, as well 
oe the road to Imos, which ‘was actually 
being fortified.

MEMORANDUM ON THE MILITARY 
CONTRIBUTION. 


The following Memorandum by the Un- 
official Members of the Legislative Council 
of Hongkong, submitted for the: consider- 
ation of the Right Honourable the Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies, has been 
sent to us for publication :—

} .1. We desira’to record our Protest, 
against the decision’ of the Right Honour-:

_ 2. In that Memorandum we asked that,

Secretary of State, in the Straits Settle-.

3,, The Secrotary of State has, in his 
Despatch now before us; absolutely declined 
even to take our representations into con 
sideration, and has refused-pur-request,-net-} 
on its merits, but on the ground that even 
if he were to admit the justice of our claim” 
to have the estimate of Gross Revenue 
amended as requested, it would make no 
differc yco in the result, as any reduction in 
the amount of the Gross Revenue which 
would sensibly diminisly the amount annual- 
ly payable as Military Contribution, would 
entail an immediate increase in the percen- 
tage rate at which the Military Taxis levied, 

4, As this decision of the Secretary of 
State means practically that no matter how- 
ever suocessful
